IN 
furnishing the information rc- 
fjulred by the House of Representatives, 
the Secretary of Stale presumes, that it 
might be deemed sufficient for him to 
state what its now demanded, what part 
thereof has boen heretofore communi­ 
cated, and to supply the deficiency__ 
He considers it however more conform­ 
able to the views of the House, to meet 
at this time, without regarding what Ins 
been already communicated, every en­ 
quiry, and to give a distinct answer to 
cacti, with the proper explanation re­ 
lating to it. 


The House of Representatives has 
requested information, when, by whom, * 
and in what manner, the first inlclli- j 
gence was given to this government, of 
the Decree of the government of France, I 
bearing date the 28th April, i 8 ll, und 
purporting to be a definitive repeal cf i 
the Decrees of Berlin and Milan ; whe- I 
ther Mr. Russell, late Charge d'Affaires ] 
of the United States to the government J 
of France, ever admitted or denied to 
his government the correctness of the j 
declaration of the Duke of Bansano to , 
Mr. Barlow, as stated in Mr. Harlow’s 1 
letter of the 12th May, 1812, to the S.> j 
cretary of State, that the said Decree j 
had been communicated to his, M r* liar- ' 
low’s predecessor there, and to hy ft«*.- ’ 
fore the House any cerrespondtmcc v.uh 
Mr. Russell on that subject, which U 
may not bo improper to commu:,ir.tic. f 
anti also any correspondence b c h n r n 
Mr. Barlow and Mr. Russell, in popse-j- * 
sion of the Department of State ; %vhe- 1 
ther the Minister of France to the Unit- t 
ed States, ever informed this govern- | 
ruent of the existence of the said De- ! 
crce, and to lay before the House any I 
correspondence with the said Minister { 
relat’ve thereto not improper to be rum- i 
municated ; with any other information 
in possession of the Executive, which 
he may not deem it injurious to the pub­ 
lic interest to disclose, relative to the 
said Decree, tending to shew, at what 
time, by whom, and in what manner, it 
was firbt made known to this govern­ 
ment, or to any of its representatives or 
agents ; and la.tly, to inform the House, 
whether the government of the United 
States hath ever received, from that of 
France, any explanation of the reasons 
of that Decree being concealed from 
this government, u:>d its Minister, for 
so long a time after its date ; and if such 
explanation has been asked by this go­ 
vernment, and has been omitted to be 
given by that of France ; whether this 
government has made any remonstrance, 
or expressed any dissatisfaction, to the 
government of France, at such con­ 
cealment. 


These enquiries embrace two dis­ 
tinct objects— The jirst relates to the 
conduct of the government of France, 
in regard to this Decree. 
The second, 
to that of the government of the United 
States.— In satisfying the call of the 
I House, on this latter point, it seems to 
be proper to meet it in a two-fold view ; 


1 first, as it relates to the conduct of this 
government in this transaction ; second­ 
ly, as it relates to its conduct towards 
both belligerents, in some important 
i circumstances connected with it. The 
resolutions do not call specially for a 
( report of such extent, but us the mea­ 
sures of the Executive, and the acts of 
| Congress, founded on communications 
| from the Executive, which relate to one 


i of the belligerents, have by necessary 
| consequences, an immediate relation to 
tfie other, such a report seems to be 
' obviously comprised within their scope 


j O n this principle the report is prepared, 
i in the expectation, that the more full 
I the information is given,on every branch 
) of 'he subject, the more satisfactory it 


j will be to the House,

The Secretary ( f State has the honor 
to report, in repiy to these enquiries, 


; that the first intelligence which this %n- 
i vernment received of the French De- 
! cree.of the 'iSui April, 1811, was com* 


municated hy Mr liarlow, in a letter 
bearing date on tho I 2 th of May, >812, 
which was received by this department 
on tt»e 13th July following : 
that the 
fi rat intimation to Mr. Barlow, of the 
existence of that Decree, as itppeara by 
ids communications, was given by the 
Duke of Basftano, in an informal confer­ 
ence on some day between fhe 1st and 
10th of May, 1812, and thct the official 
communication of it to Mr. Dtttfowfifgt 
made on the 10th of that month, at ill» 
request} that Mr. Barlow transmitted 
a copy of that Dc6rel, and of the Duke 
of Bassano’s letter announcing It to Mr. 
Russel, In a letter of May 1 Ith, in which 
he also informed Mr Russel, Ibat the 
Duke of Jlassauo had stated* that the 
Decree had been duly comtfiuntcated to 
him } that Mr. Russel replied, in a let­ 
ter to Mr. Darlow of tlifl 20th May, that 
his first knowtedge of the Decree was 
derived from his letter, and that ho has 
repeatedly staled the same since to this 
government — The paper marked A, U 
a copy of an extract of Mr. Barlow’s 
letter to tho Department of State, of 
Ma) 12, 1812 ; li, of (he Duke of Ba«»- 
sano’s letter to Mr. Bar low, of the I Oth 
of the same fnonth ; C, of an extract of 
Mr. Bui low’s letter to Mr. Russel, of 
May 11th ; D, of an extract of Mr. Rus­ 
sel’s answer of the 29th ofiMay i and E, 
of Mr. Russel's letter to,|!ïc Depart­ 
ment of State of the 30th. 


'Fhe Secretary of titato reports also 
that no communication of (lie Decree of 
the 28th April, 1811, was tpver made to

On the lJlh 
day of May, 1812, the Emperor left 
Paris for the North, and in two days 
thereafter the Duke of Bassano follow­ 
ed him. 
A négociation for the adjust­ 
ment of injuries, and the arrangement 
of our commerce, with the government 
of France, and said to lmvo been brought 
nearly to a conclusion, at the time of 
Mr. Barlow's death, was suspended by 
that event.— His successor, lately ap­ 
pointed, is authorised to resume the né­ 
gociation, and to conclude it.—-He i» 
instructed to demand redress of the 
French Government for every injury, 
and an explanation of its njoti/e for with­ 
holding from this government a know­ 
ledge of the Decree, for so long a tune 
alter its adoption. 


It appears, by the documents referred 
to, that Mri Barlow lost no time, after 
having obtained a knowledge of the ex­ 
istence ol the French Detree of the 28th 
of April, 1811, in dematding » copy ol 
it, and transmitted it to Mr. Russel, 
who immediately laid it before the Bii- 
lish government ; urging,on the ground 
of this new proof of lite repeal of the 
French Decrees,that the British Orders 
in Council should be repealed. 
Mr 
Russel’s note to Lord Castlercagh bears 
date on the 20th of May ; Lord Castlc- 
reagh’s reply on the 2 3d, in which he 
promised to submit the Decree to the 
consideration of the Prince Regent— 
It appears, however, that no encourage­ 
ment was given at the time to hope 
that the Orders in Council would be re­ 
pealed, in conséquence of that Decree ; 
am! tnat although it was afterwards made 
tne ground of their repeal, the repeal 
was nevertheless to be ascribed to othei 
causes. 
Their repeal did not take ei- 
fect until the 23d of June, more than a 
month after the French Decree hud 
been laid before the British govern­ 
ment ; a delay indicating, in itself, at a 
period so momentous an«l critical, not 
merely neglect, but disie^ard of the 
French Decree. 
That the repeal of th«- 
British Orders in Council was not pro­ 
duced by the Froi.ch diciee, othci

a conditional repeal of the Order* hi 
Council, ao far a« they affected tbe U H 
no JiOltee whatever wst titken of the 
Fronctt decree. 
One ol the conditions 
then contemplated w 
j i , that the Orders 
in Council should bo revived at the end 
of 0 months, unless the conduct of the 
fren ch government and the result of the 
communications with the government 
of the U H. should be such as in the 
opinion of the British government to 
render their revival unnecetfary; a 
condition 
which proves incontistibly 
that th« French decree was not consi­ 
dered by the British government a suf­ 
ficient ground on which to repeal the 
orders in council 
It proves also that 
on that day the British government had 
resolved not to repeal the orders on the 
basis of that decrce j since the propo*. 
e«l repeal was to depend not on what the 
French government had already done, 
but on what it might do, and on arrange­ 
ments to be entered into with the U. S. 
unconnected with the French repeal. 


T he French decrees of the 29th A- 
pril,1I I 1, was transmitted to the Untied 
States by the VVusp, a public reescl, 
which bad been long watting, at the 
ports of Great-Britain and France, dis­ 
patches from our ministers relating to 
these very important concerns with both 
governments. 
It was received at the 
Department of State on the 13th July, 
1812, nearly a month after the declara­ 
tion of war against O Britain. 
Intelli­ 
gence of the repeal of the orders in 
council was not received until about the 
middle of the following month. 
It was 
impossible, therefore, that either of 
those acts, in whatever light they might 
be viewed, should have been taken into 
c onhidcration, or have had any influence 
in deciding on that important event. 


Had the British governrpent been dis­ 
posed to repeal its orders in council, in 
conformity with the principle on which 
it profess«*! tqrjjtave issued them, and on 
the condiiioa’^ liic h it had itself pre­ 
scribed, rtiere w.ia no reason to d&hy 
the repeal until such a decree as that ol 
the 28th April, 18 11, should be produc- 
ed. 
The declaration of the French go- 
vornmrm ol A ugusts, 18 10, had fully 
s itiidicd every claim ol tho British go­ 
vernment according to its own princi­ 
ples on that point. By it the decrees of 
Merlin and Milan were declared to bo 
repealed, the repeal to take elVect on 
the 1st November following, on which 
day it did uk* effect. 
The only condi­ 
tion attached to it,was, either that Ureat- 
Britain should follow the example and 
repeal her orders in council, or that the 
United States should carry into cficct 
against her their non-importation act.—- 
This condition was in its nature subse­ 
quent, not precedent, reserving a right 
in France to revive her decrees in case 
licit nor alternative was performed. 
By 
this declaration it was put completely in 
the power of Grcat-Briuin to terminate 
this controversy in a manner the most 
nonorable to 
hersell.—-France had 
yielded to her the ground on a condition 
with which she had declared her will 
lingncsB to comply. Hud she complied, 
the non-importation act would not have 
been carried into effect, nor could the 
French decrees have been revived. By 
re!Doing to comply, she has made her­ 
self responsible lor all that has since 
lollowed. 


By the decrce of the 28th April, 1 a U 
the decrees of Boriin and Milan were 
said to be definitively repealed ; and the 
execution of the non-importation act I 
against (ireat-Britain was declared to be 
the ground of that repeal. 
1 he repeal 
announced by the declaration ol the 
5th August, 1810, was absolute and 
final, except as to the condition subse­ 
quent attached to it. 
This latter decree 
uckowledges that, that condition had 
Ueen performed, 
and disclaim» 
the 
right to revive it, in consequence of j 
that performance, and extending Luck i«j | 
.he fiist of November, confirms in eve- 
i y circumstance the preceding repeal.— 
i he latter act therefore, as to the re 
peal, is nothing more chan a confirma­ 
tion of the former. 
It i» in this sense 
n u t those two acts a/e to be understood 
in France. 
It is in the same sense that 
<ticv are to be regarded by o.her pow­ 
ers 


In repealing the orders in council on 
the pretext of the French decree of the 
24th April, 1811, the British govern­ 
ment has conceded that it ou-.'ht to have

Other important consequences re ­ 
sult from this repeal of the British go­ 
vernment.—— By fair and obvious tm n

It cannot be prcsuned that any go­ 
vernment would accept from another, 
us the basis ou which it was to lound 
an important measure, an act ol unteriov 
and remote date, pledging use if to a 
certain course ol conduct which that go­ 
vernment had in the interval departed 
from and violated. 
If any government 
had violated an act the injunctions of 
wliich it was bound to observe by an 
anterior «jiic, in relation to a third party» 
and which it professed to have observ­ 
ed, before its acceptance by the other* 
it could not be presumed that it would 
cease to violate it after the acceptance. 
The conclusion is irrcsistable, that if 
the other governmenrdid accept such 
act wrtn a knowledge of its antecedent 
violation, as the foundation of any 
measure on its own part, that such act 
must have been the ostensible only,and 
not the real motive of such measure. 


The declaration of the Prince Regent 
of the 21st April, 1811, is in full con­ 
firmation of these remarks. 
By this 
act of the 
British government it is 
formally announced, on the authority o f 
a report of the Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs to the Conservative Senate o f 
France, that the French decrees wero 
still in foice, and that the orders in 
council should not be repealed. It can­ 
not fail to excite considerable su.prizoi 
that the 
British government should 
immediately afterwards, that i», on the 
23d June, repeal its orde.s in counci’, 
on the ground of the French decree of 
the 28th April, 18 11. 
By this proceed­ 
ing the British government has involv­ 
ed itself in manifest inconsistency. 
It 
has maintained by one act, that tho 
French decrees were in full force, and 
by another that they were repealed dur­ 
ing the same space of time. 
It admits 
al>o, that by no act of tr.e Ftench g< m 
vt:i mnent or its cruizers, had any viola­ 
tion of the repeal announced br the de­ 
claration of the French government cf 
l he 5t.ii August, 1810, licen oommiued, 
or at I<-.ist, that such violation had not 
had sufficient weight to prevent the
